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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the combination would 
destroy the primary reference for its intended purpose. However, it has been noted that the secondary reference is being relied upon to 
teach formation of multiple optical elements on a substrate and then separating these into individual elements. Hence, applicant's 
comments are not in point. It has not been set forth that a single grating would be cut into different sections so that the grating would be 
inoperable. Instead, the formation of multiple gratings in one step with the subsequent separation of these into individual, discrete elements 
would have been obvious in the primary reference based on the teaching of the secondary reference. Clearly, one would not modify a 
reference to make it inoperable and such has never been proposed as being obvious. . 
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
